CLEVELAND—"If we can put the 
fly-by-night locker operator out of 
business, we will be happy; that’s our 
aim,” declared a supermarket opera- 
tor who described a freezer-food plan 
of his own at the 15th annual con- 
vention of the Super Market Insti- 
tute here. 

Edwin J. Fox, vice president and 
general manager of Mayfair Markets, 
Los Angeles, told fellow operators 
that “Mayfair's entrance into the 
‘freezer plan’ field was brought 
about by the same reason that 
prompted us to enter into drugs, 
sundries, soft goods, frozen bakery, 
and self-service meat: Mrs. Con- 
sumer likes the frozen foods-meat- 
freezer combination plans. She buys 
them, and is buying more of them. 
This appears to represent new busi- 
ness. We are going after it. 

“In Southern California,” he said, 
“the freezer-food plan sales are esti- 
mated to be approximately 3,000 per 
month—-and growing. We are in a 
community where the combination of 
population increase, high proportion 
of new home ownership, and aggres- 
sive, flamboyant selling and adver- 


tising of the economics and conven- 
ience of food freezers have resulted 
in a ready acceptance of the ‘food’ 
plans. Our area is one where new 
or different ideas are readily ac- 
cepted, and buying habits more 
easily changed than in other parts 
of our country. 

“Our first thought was to try to 
compete with provision houses and 
locker plants who were supplying 
the bulk of the meat and frozen 
foods to freezer plan operators. Also, 
we wanted to sell as many of the 
‘refill’ orders to present and future 
freezer owners as we could. We tried 
to devise a selling method which 
would allow a profit for us and a 
saving to the consumer. 

“We wanted to get into this busi- 
ness quickly. In our haste, we copied 
the existing food plans used by the

NPA To Relax Basic 
Construction Order 
During 3rd Quarter 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Beginning 
with the third quarter, the National 
Production Authority will relax its 
Controlled Materials Plan Regula- 
tion 6, the basic construction order, 
to: 

1. Permit builders to self-author- 
ize the following amounts of mate- 
rials for entertainment and amuse- 
ment projects per quarter: 5 tons of 
carbon steel, not to include more 
than 2 tons of structural shapes; 200 
Ibs. of copper, and 250 Ibs. of alu- 
minum. 

2. Permit builders to self-author- 
ize 250 ibs. of aluminum for com- 
mercial construction (where they 
had not been permitted to self- 
authorize any before). 

Another relaxation of the order 
would permit builders to self-author- 
ize the following amounts for gen- 
eral commercial construction starting 
with the fourth quarter: 25 tons of 
carbon steel with no limit on the 
portion that may be structural 
shapes; 750 Ibs. of copper; 1,000 Ibs. 
of aluminum.

DETROIT—Originally set for May 
22, hearing of a suit charging a local 
association with restraint of trade in 
opposing Sunday openings of appli- 
ance and furniture stores was post- 
poned to June 9 by Circuit Judge 
Vincent M. Brennan because of a 
congested court docket. 

The suit was filed in Wayne County 
Circuit Court by seven firms who as- 
serted that they received a letter 
from the Greater Detroit Retail 
Furniture & Appliance Dealers Asso- 
ciation asking them to cooperate in 
an agreement to end Sunday open- 
ings. 


They charged that the letter con- 
tained a threat to picket their es- 
tablishments if necessary to enforce 
the no-Sunday-opening 
made by association members. Such 
agreements, plaintiffs declared, vio- 
late laws governing re- 
straint of trade and would cause 
them great damage.

New York To Hold 
Hearings May 29 
On Licensing 


NEW YORK CITY—-Public hear- 
ings on the proposed bills to license 
refrigeration contractors, service 
contractors, and operators of refrig- 
eration systems, are to be held start- 
ing at 1:30 p.m. this Thursday, May 
29, at City Hall here. 

Three separate measures will come 
up before the hearing: 

Introductory Bill No. 524 on con- 
tractor licensing would cover the 
installing, altering, and servicing of 
all refrigeration systems in New York 
City. 

Introductory Bill No. 487 covers 
the licensing of all service contrac- 
tors. 

Introductory Bill No. 4 would call 
for a full-time licensed operator 
whenever refrigeration capacity on 
the premises exceeds 10 tons. 

Most industry and user groups are 
opposing the various bills, although 
Bill No. 524, proposing licensing of 
master refrigeration contractors, has 
had some backing from the Refrig- 
eration and Air Conditioning Guild 
of New York City. 

Bill No. 524, proposing licensing of 
master refrigeration contractors, 
would set up a five-man board to 
investigate the character and fitness, 
and give written examinations of all 


installing, altering, 
icing or maintaining any refrigera- 
tion system in the City of New 
York.” 

Applicants would be required to 
have five years of practical experi- 


or refrigeration engineering. To hold 
a license, a firm would have to have 
a place of business and maintain an 
inventory worth at least $1,000. 

A city permit would be required 
for installation or alteration of every 
unit except household models of less 
than % hp., and a city inspection 
would be required after the work 
was completed. An annual license

1st-Quarter NCRSA Sales

bers reporting, and 65% of these 
were doing more business this year 
than in the first quarter last year, 
states NCRSA. 
Inventories are down and accounts 
receivable up compared with the first 
quarter in 1951, the survey also 
showed. As of March 31 this year in- 
ventories were down 5.99% from the 
same date last year. Accounts receiv- 
able were 4.56% higher on March 31

About the same c.. a second 
Washington daily wall said to have 
become involved in a dispute with 
Safeway Stores the: over freezer- 
food advertising in the newspaper. 
As a result, Safeway withdrew its 
advertising from the paper, accord- 
ing to trade sources. 

Meanwhile, frozen food distribu- 
tors moved to promote the independ- 
ent food retailer as the logical source 
of food under freezer-food plans. 
This is the setup of a program sug- 
gested recently to its distributors in 
New York and New Jersey by Gen- 
eral Electric Co. 

In Cleveland last week, super- 
market operators attending the 
meeting of the Super Market Insti- 
tute seemed divided in their opinion 
as to whether or not they should 
become involved in “freezer-food” 
plans for merchandising home freez- 
ers and quantities of frozen foods, 
with the majority opinion apparently 
being to “stay out” of the plans at 
the present time. 

However, at least one supermarket 
operator, following discussions at the 
convention, approached one major 
manufacturer and asked for a dis- 
tributorship—not a dealership—for 
that firm's line of home freezers 
(the market operator didn’t get it). 

Those supermarket operators who 
don't want anything to do with the 
plan feel that some of the promotion 
is misleading and that they can’t 
afford to take a chance on getting 
any “bad publicity” or to incur the 
animosity of those customers who 
couldn't take advantage of the lower 
prices offered under the plan. 

However, Mayfair Markets, big Los 
Angeles food chain, is of the opinion 
that supermarkets should aim to be 
the accepted headquarters for freezer 
owners to re-stock their cabinets, and

It tells how Con- 
nie Willison of New Bethlehem, Pa., 
“sold” her mother on electric cook- 
ing and how their freezer helps make 
housekeeping easier. 

Illustrated with pictures of the 
two at their range and freezer, the 
ad copy winds up: “When this 
mother-daughter team goes into ac- 
tion with their electric range-freezer 
team, they really have fun turning 
out easier, better meals.” Readers 
are told to “watch for electric cook- 
ing-freezing demonstration at your 
dealer's.” 

The utility stressed to dealers that 
the display items “are only the be- 
ginning—you have to ‘set the stage.’ 

“First of all, make sure display 
areas are sparkling and neat. Next, 
arrange merchandise—range and food 
freezer—so that it is the center of 
attraction to folks who come into 
your store. Then put up the various 
streamers, supplemented with other 
displays from manufacturers. 

“Finally, hold a sales training 
meeting for your employes; give 
them the opportunity of reviewing 
all the selling points of your brand 
of ranges and freezers, so that they 
will be able to make the best sales 
presentations. Now, you're ready to 
carry on a full-fledged range and 
freezer promotion.” 

The best way for dealers to stimu- 
late interest in their promotion, West 
Penn noted, is to hold a demonstra- 
tion at the store. The promotion 
should be publicized in the dealers’ 
own newspaper ads, with the latter 
tied in with the utility’s “perfect 
pair” ads for added punch.

Allotments 


For 3rd Quarter Set by NPA; 4 Million Lbs. Due 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Four mil- 
lion pounds of nickel-bearing stain- 
less steel will be allotted to manu- 
facturers during the third quarter 
or retained in reserve for unusual 
hardship cases by the consumers 
durable goods division of the Na- 
tional Production Authority. 

Most of this allotment will go to 
manufacturers of major appliances 
and commercial cooking equipment. 
Substantial allotments have also been 
designated for repair parts for this 
equipment. 

Consumer goods allotments of 
nickel-bearing stainless steel are 
based on three factors: 

1. Permissive use of nickel alloys 
under order M-80, which prohibits 
many pre-Korean uses of nickel and 
restricts others to a minimum. 

2. The irreducible nickel content 
required for a particular product. 

3. The amount of permissive nickel 
required to balance with an individual 
manufacturer's allotments of other 
controlled materials. 


Retailers Can Buy More 


Third quarter allotment figures 
cannot be compared with any previ- 
ous quarter as this is the first in- 
stance of separate nickel-bearing 
stainless steel allotments, NPA 
pointed out 

Previous stainless steel allotments 
included both non-nickel-bearing 
chrome (now decontrolied) and 
nickel-bearing stainless steel in a 
lump figure 

The agency said that it has tried 
to allot enough nickel-bearing stain- 
less steel to make the estimated 
quantity of repair parts needed to 
keep civilian owned equipment in 
operation. 

Defense Production Administrator 
Manly Fleischmann noted that nickel 
is in “woefully short supply.” He 
pointed out that 70% of the output 
available goes into direct military 
and atomic energy production. A 
single large jet engine, he declared, 
takes 2,400 Ibs. of nickel-enough to 
make 1,600 electric ranges.

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Home Freezer Helps Gov't 
Test Fabrics for Warmth 


WASHINGTON, D. C.-The home 
freezer has helped the government 
develop a better method of finding 
out exactly how much warmer one 
cotton fabric may be than another. 

Usual method of rating the warmth 
of a fabric is to determine the differ- 
ence in energy required to maintain 
a body at constant temperature in 
cold air when uncovered and when 
covered with test material. 

The new method, developed by Dr. 
G. E. Hilbert, chief of the Bureau 
of Agricultural and Industrial Chem- 
istry of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, applies the same prin- 
ciple. In addition, however, the 
fabrics are subjected to a wind at 
low temperature. 

A metal “arm” clothed in a sleeve 
of the test fabric is lowered into a 
home freezer in which a fan creates 
the necessary wind. The combination 
of wind and low temperature can 
be regulated as desired. 

This method is said to be an im- 
provement over the usual tests made 
in still cold air.

Bon Marche Launches 
Own Freezer-Food Plan 


SEATTLE..A source of food was 
no problem to the Bon Marche de- 
partment store here when it decided 
to launch a freezer-food plan 

This was because the store has 
operated its own complete frozen 
foods division for the past five years 
In that time, the division has grown 
to become a large operation 

The division processes and pack- 
ages foods, including meats, under 
its own “Bon Marche” label and de- 
livers orders to customers’ homes in 
refrigerated trucks on a _ regular 
achedule 

Most of the food plans sponsored 
here offer meats by the quarter or 
half carcass, which is cut to customer 
specifications. Bon Marche patrons, 
however, have a choice of meats 
already aged, trimmed, wrapped, and 
frozen 

Early promotion of the plan was 
by newspaper advertisements invit- 
ing readers to attend evening demon- 
strations in the kitchen theater of 
the appliance department. The in- 
itial demonstration was put on by 
Irene Cox of Amana on a Monday 
night. Other brand freezers were 
demonstrated at later meetings. 

The word “wholesale” is not used 
in Bon Marche advertising. It was 
explained that the store has always 
offered discounts on quantity pur- 
chases by regular customers. 

In selling freezers, customers are 
told that ownership of the unit gives 
them “a supermarket in your own 
kitchen,” and an opportunity to save 
enough money to pay for the freezer

be done in person, yet “people have 
a natural resistance to salesmen 
coming into their homes,” he added. 
“So the direct contact has to be ob- 
tained by appointment. 

“Salesmen can line up appoint- 
ments by phone, although cold can- 
vassing is best. This can be tied in 
with direct mail or by the canvasser 
leaving a return postcard under the 
door 

“A very important factor in selling 
the freezer-food plan is the method 
of selling used. There are two funda- 
mental ways of selling: the high 
pressure method, or the well organ- 
ized presentation that lets the pros- 
pect make up his mind 

“In Cleveland the high pressure 
method doesn't work. What we recom- 
mend is the organized presentation

that includes such things as actually 
going over a sample food order 
This takes time,” Ramsey admits, 
“but when we get through with it we 
almost invariably have a sale. 

“If the salesman takes short-cuts 
and is vague about the food order, 
he won't make a sale. He either 
underestimates the prospect's intelli- 
gence or overestimates their gulli- 
bility. 

“There's only one thing that we 
claim. In the great majority of cases, 
the users can pay for the freezer 
through their savings with the food 
plan. Say the family spends $1,500 
a year for food. With this same 
amount of money spent through the 
freezer-food plan, this family will 
have paid for a freezer at the end 
(Concluded on next page) 
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of two years and probably 
eaten better 

“The savings made possible are 
not based entirely on the discounts 
provided but are possible through 
using frozen foods,” Ramsey con- 
tends 

In literature promoting the “Amana 
Freezer Economy Club,” the follow- 
ing points are made by this distribu- 
tor 

“Many are of the opinion that 
frozen foods are expensive. Often 
this is due to comparing value on a 
basis of size--a big bag of peas-in- 
the-pod, for example, compared with 
a compact package of frozen peas. 
You would buy 2% Ibs. in the pod 
and get 12 oz. of shelled peas 

“The thing to remember about 
frozen foods is that all of the food 
in the package is edible. There is 
nothing to trim off; nothing to waste. 

“Actually, frozen foods are not 
only inexpensive, but in many in- 
stances actually cost less than the 
product bought in its natural unpre- 
pared state.”

The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture is quoted also 

“The public has found that freez- 
ing is by far the best way to pre- 
serve the fresh flavor and texture 
of the products. In addition, the 
natural color of the products is well 
preserved . More important than 
flavor and color retention, however, 
is the preservation of the nutritional 
factors which cannot be seen or 
tasted but which are so necessary to 
the good health of everyone and the 
proper development of growing chil- 
dren 

The public is now vitamin con- 
scious. Of all the methods of food 
preservation, freezing best preserves 
the vitamins.” 

Ramsey also points out that in 
promoting the freezer-food plan 
“we're doing a great thing for the 
frozen food industry. The frozen food 


distributor is getting the greatest 
promotion in history.” 

He sounds a note of caution, 
though, in discussing the savings 


attainable with frozen foods.

the average family 30 to 40% of 
their food purchases don't go through 
the freezer. There are staples like 
flour, sugar, and potatoes and some 
produce such as celery and lettuce 
on which there can be no savings 
with the freezer-food plan. 

“And the lower the income, the 
higher will be the percentage of 
foods that don’t go into the freezer 
Therefore,” Ramsey cautioned, “it's 
not correct to say that these staples 
account for only 20% of a family’s 
food purchases, as some promoters 
have said.”

Dorothy Thompson In 


Freezers Promote Self Sufficiency, Says 


Ladies’ Home Journal

The home freezer is playing a lead- 
ing role in the turn of the American 
people away from any tendency to 
become a “mass man” and to return 
to some of the individualism and self- 
sufficiency of their forebearers, writes 
Dorothy Thompson, perhaps Ameri- 
ca’s best-known lady journalist, in 
her regular column in the May 
issue of the Ladies’ Home Journal. 

In her article titled “Will America 
Become ‘Masses’ or Stay ‘People’?” 
Miss Thompson points out that a 
movement towards decentralization 
and self-sufficiency is a must because 
of the dangers of living in the 
Atomic Age. In her reference to the 
home freezer, she states: 

*, . . Even on regular farms, 
there is a discernible throwback to 
the old-fashioned practice of not 
selling what the family can itself 


year-round, often for less than half 
the retail price. 


“On my own farm, a quarter-acre 
vegetable garden produces enough to 
keep two families in every sort of 
vegetable from crop to crop. Can- 
ning used to be a slow, hot, and 
time-consuming process, with a con- 
siderable risk of spoilage. Freezing 
requires minutes compared with can- 
ning’s hours—-and with impeccable 
results.” 

Miss Thompson also stated that 
“as for ‘communal kitchens’ the food 
and equipment industries have 
knocked out every conceivable argu- 
ment for them. Semi-processed foods, 
packaged, frozen, or canned, of in- 
finite variety, are available every- 
where and modern refrigeration 
makes it possible to keep plenty on 
hand and reduce shopping hours.”

“It is high time for equipment 
people as well as for food distribu- 
tors to recognize that they owe a 
moral responsibility to retail grocers 
whom they once called their cus- 
tomers, and perhaps still are their 
customers.” 


Commenting on this article in a 
letter to the editor, Mrs. G. 8. Reich 
of Cleveland said: 


“If there is ‘misrepresentation in 
the scheme,’ by all means it should 
be investigated and weeded out—but, 
if an equipment concern wishes to 
get more business by offering ‘honest 
deals’ of combined sales, and giving 
special bonuses, and the housewife 
gets a chance to save on frozen foods, 
is it any worse than what the large 
supermarkets and many others are 
now daringly offering ‘special below 
cost items’ on sales just to get folks 
in for other items that they can 
make up on? 

“I can’t see any difference between 
offering a free deal of frozen foods 
with a freezer, as I can see a super- 
market or any big market taking a 
few items and using them as loss 
leaders to ‘suck’ folks in.”

MINNEAPOLIS Vegetables should 
be blanched for freezing even if they 
are not going to be stored for a long 
period, according to the Minnesota 
College of Agriculture. 

This advice is based on experi- 
mental results obtained at the college 
in testing asparagus, green beans, 
and sweet corn. 

The scalded asparagus was better 
in flavor and color than the un- 
scalded, which developed off-flavors 
and discoloration, the college re- 
ported. The scalded asparagus was 
slightly higher in ascorbic acid by 
the end of the third week. 

Unscalded green beans developed 
off-flavors and poor color by the end 
of two weeks when stored in the 
freezer locker. A definite off-flavor 
developed in the unhusked corn in 
24 hours, and corn became undesir- 
able in flavor in four weeks. 

The scalded vegetables showed lit- 
tle change in quality during the 
whole storage period, it was found.

Keep Well When Frozen? 


DETROIT..A_ study on freezing 
sandwiches conducted by the Ten- 
nessee Experiment Station shows 
which fillings freeze successfully and 
which do not. 

Fillings made of chicken, beef, 
salmon, cheese, or peanut butter 
keep good quality and flavor for 
three of four weeks in the freezer, 
according to the station. But ham 
may become strong after three 
weeks 

Unsuited to freezing are raw vege- 
table fillings and whites of eggs. The 
former lose color and crispness when 
thawed, while egg whites become 
rubbery from freezing. 

Butter and margarine are recom- 
mended as the best spreads. Salad 
dressing and mayonnaise are said to 
separate and soak into the bread. 

For safety, don't freeze fillings 
from leftovers or any sandwiches 
which have been prepared for several 
hours.

9—Correct Installation 
Of Controls Essential 


Never in your experience in the re- 
frigeration industry will you run into 
a walk-in cooler that looks exactly 
like the one pictured in Fig. 18. We 
have purposely drawn the photograph 
in this manner to indicate some of 
the problems that you run into in 
the service field at times. 

The type of control that we would 
recommend for use in a walk-in 
cooler of this type would be one 
having an extended element, and an 
air-type bulb. 

In making an installation in a unit 
of the type shown you would not 
hang the feeler bulb directly in front 
of the unit cooler (2). Under these 
conditions the feeler bulb would re- 
act to the temperature being blown 
against it. The air being discharged 
by the fan would not be truly indica- 
tive of the temperature that you 
want to control in the box. 

Of course, you would never install 
the feeler bulb close to an electric 
light (3). The temperature created 
by the light would probably heat the 
surrounding area to a higher tem- 
perature than you want to maintain 
in the box. The result of this would 
be that the control would command 
that the unit start and you would 
have unnecessary refrigeration. 

You would not install a feeler bulb 
where it would come in contact with 
frozen produce that might be hung 
in the box (4). The refrigerator 
would be starved for refrigeration 
until such time as the temperature 
of the produce rose to the control 
setting temperature. An opposite 
condition of this may exist where the 
operator of the box may have some 
produce hanging in room tempera- 
ture. If this material was placed 
against the feeler bulb, the feeler 
bulb would command the refrigera- 
tion unit to start and here again we 
would have unnecessary operation of 
the unit. 


In a few instances we have found 


the feeler bulb installed near the door 
of the cooler (5). If the door is left 
open for just a few moments, the in- 
rush of heat would affect the tem- 
perature of the feeler bulb and it 
would command the unit to start. 
This too may be an unsatisfactory 
condition. 

We have asked many installers 
where they prefer to install the feeler 
bulb in a box of this kind. It seems 
to be the consensus that the feeler 
bulb should be installed in the re- 
turn air stream (1), that is, the air 
being pulled back through the unit 
by the fan. The air being pulled back 
is more nearly the mean or average 
temperature of the air that should 
exist to give us refrigeration in the 
cooler. 

Do not install the feeler bulb where 
it can feel the temperature created 
by the motor of the blower unit. 

Do not install the feeler bulb di- 
rectly against the side of the unit 
cooler. It will sense the temperature 
of the metal side of the unit rather 
than the air temperature in the box. 

Some installations that we find in 
the field do not use the unit cooler 
or blower type of cooling unit. We 
find many cases of pipe coils or 
gravity air circulation. 

Where this type of system is used 
it is generally accepted as good prac- 
tice that the feeier bulb be placed 
in the air stream leading to the re- 
turn side of the baffle where the air | 
going back to the evaporator will 
cross the feeler bulb. We must always 
bear in mind, of course, that the re- 
turned air will be somewhat warmer’ 
than the discharge air and we must 
be sure that we have the feeler bulb 
in the proper air stream.

The company’s major appliance 
division has made available to dealers 
a handy pocket-size estimator which 
provides the answer in a jiffy. It is 
available through its distributors. 

A yellow transluscent plastic en- 
velope, open at both ends, carries a 
listing on one side of home electric 
appliances, their estimated usage and 
the kilowatt-hour consumption per 
month based on such usage. 

On the other side is listed electric 
equipment used on the farm and op- 
erations involving the use of electric 
equipment and power consumption. 

Near the bottom of the envelope, 
on each side, is a clear “window” 
above which is listed rates of elec- 
tricity per kilowatt hour. 

Inside of the envelope is a white 
card bearing on one side the name 
of the home appliance and on the 
other the farm equipment or opera- 
tion and operating costs 
on the prevailing power rate. 

To determine the specific cost in 


| any instance, the white card is pulled 


through the envelope until the listing 
desired is seen through the window. 
The cost then is found by reading the 
figure directly below the power rate 
carried on the envelope.

Failure, It May Be In Circuit Control 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich.-“Hints 
on Electrical Servicing in the Air 
Conditioning Industry,” a talk pre- 
sented by Harold Jenks of Weating- 
house before the annual Michigan 
State RSES convention here, brought 
out the point that “motors are often 
blamed when the service trouble is 
actually in the system's electrical 
control circuit.” 

Jenks also declared that “the tend- 
ency of condensing unit manufac- 
turers today is to apply motors as 
closely matched to compressor size 
as possible 

“This means that sometimes on 
starting, the motors will require 
140% of current capacity, but the 
overload protector is set to cut out 
at 115% of capacity. The problem 
ot providing adequate motor protec- 
tion while still permitting good 
starting torque for these closely 
matched motors is one that's being 
studied in laboratories now,” Jenks 
said 

Jenks’ discussion was supported by 
a film which outlined causes and test 
procedure for the four major motor 
troubles encountered in air condition- 
ing: 


4 Major Motor Troubles 
Motor does not turn over, and is 
quiet; 


Motor doesn't turn over, but 
or is noisy; 


growls 


Motor does turn 
get up to speed; 


Motor gets up to speed, but runs 
hot 


over, but won't 


For the first condition motor 
doesn't run and is quiet--Westing- 
house suggests these causes: The 
motor is not getting voltage, the 


main line is open, 
cuit is open 

The voltage should be checked at 
the line terminals with a voltmeter 
or test lamp. If no voltage is shown 
at the starter, check the main switch 
and line fuses. If power is available, 
the contactor should be checked to 
see if it is mechanically free to oper- 
ate 


or the control cir- 


If the contactor operates freely, 
check the control circuit for a pos- 
sible open circuit. No voltage across 
the contactor coil means it is prob- 
ably all right, but the control circuit 
is open elsewhere. Double check the 
coil continuity by measuring its re- 
sistance, being sure that the power 
is off 


Check Control Contacts 


Next check the control contacts, 
including the thermostat, high and 
low pressure switches, low tempera- 
ture switch (if there is one), and the 
motor overload relay or motor pro- 
tector. Because most of these con- 
tacts are closed, check them with a 
voltmeter. A voltage across any con- 
tact indicates that it is open. 


Check also for frayed wires and 
poor terminal connections. Vibration 
is often the cause of connections be- 
coming loose 


Winding Temperature 
Should Not Exceed 104° F. 


Winding temperature is affected 
by the ambient or enclosure tempera- 
ture, which should not exceed 40° C 
(104° F.). Most drip-proof motors 
are rated at a 40° C. temperature 
rise over a 40° C. ambient tempera- 
ture and also include a safety factor 
of 10° C. (This totals up to the maxi- 
mum of 90° C. mentioned above.) 

Check the ventilation of the motor 
enclosure to see that dirt, lint. or 
other obstructions are not clogging 
the openings and restricting air flow 
Also check the motor itself to make 
sure it is not fouled with dirt which 
would reduce flow of air 

Test the line voltage to see if it is 
within 10% of rated value. Either 
over or under-voltage will cause 
motor heating. If it is a three-phase

by hand. If it does not turn freely, 
the compressor is jammed or the 
bearings have seized. 

If the shaft turns freely, check 
the line voltage with the motor on 
the line. If the voltage is less than 
10% below the name-plate rating, 
the voltage is too low and the motor 
ean't start the compressor under 
load. Should the voltage be within 
10% of the name-plate reading and 
the motor is a three-phase motor, 
check all three phases. It's possible 
that one line may be open and the

Misalignment Can Cause 
Overload 


Check the line-up of the motor 
and compressor because possibly one 
or the other has shifted on its 
mounting. Misalignment causes addi- 
tional motor load as well as rapid 
wear of couplings or belts. 

Check for proper operation of the 
centrifugal switch or starting relay 
of single-phase a.c. motors and the 
starting mechanism of repulsion and 
d.c. motors. Make sure there is no

type, check the centrifugal switch 
or relay for operation. They may be 
stuck open, which would leave the 
starting winding disconnected. Ca- | 
pacitors should also be checked with | 
a resistance meter. | 


Low Speed Can Be 
Caused by Over-Loading 


In the third condition where the | 
motor turns over but doesn’t get up | 
to speed, the causes can be low volt- | 
age, over-loading of the motor, or 
poor commutation (with repulsion or 
d.c. motors). 

First step is to check the line volt- 
age. which should not dip to less | 
than 10° below the motor rating. 

If the voltage is high enough, the 
motor may be over-loaded. Pressure | 
and thermostat controls should be | 
checked because they may not be 
protecting the unit, thus over-load- 
ing the motor. Make sure, also, that 
the motor is of the right size. Gen- 
erally, it should be 1 hp. for every 
ton of refrigeration. 


Check Brushes 


Worn brushes or a dirty commu- 
tator can be the cause of trouble if 
the motor is a repulsion or d.c. type. 

With a capacitor motor it may be 
that the centrifugal switch isn't 
opening and thus leaves the starting 
winding on. This will result eventu- 
ally in burning out the capacitor. 

The fourth condition cited—motor | 
gets up to speed but runs hot—can | 
be caused by under or over-voltage, 
poor ventilation, over-load, or a 
faulty coupling, centrifugal switch, 
or starting relay 

Temperature of the motor winding 
should be measured with a_ther- 
mometer, not guessed. A piece of 
clay or even chewing gum stuck on 
the bulb end before the thermometer 
is inserted into the stator winding 
of the motor will help in getting an 
accurate reading. This temperature 
should not exceed 90° C. (194° F.).

Fig. § shows the four-way valve 
in the position that permits refrigera- 
tion in the usual manner. The hot 
gas from the compressor passes 
through the four-way valve in to the 
condenser, where it condenses to a 
liquid. Then it flows through check 
valve “D” into the receiver. Check 
valve “D” is installed so that the re- 
frigerant can flow downward from 
the condenser to the receiver, but 
not upward from the receiver to the 
condenser Automatic expansion 
valve is installed so that its out- 
let is toward the condenser, thus, 
refrigerant from the condenser can- 
not flow through it but must pass 
through check valve “D.”

The refrigerant evaporates in the 
evaporator, and the vapor returns to 
the compressor through the four-way 
valve “B" as shown in Fig. 8 The 
vapor is compressed in the compres- 
sor, thus completing a normal re- 
frigerating cycle. 

The thermostatic expansion valve 
should be the pressure limiting type, 
so that, even when its bulb is warmed 
by the hot gas, the valve stays closed 
during the defrost cycle

Fig. 9. Now the hot gas 
from the compressor passes through 
the four-way valve, but instead of 
going to the condenser, it goes up 
through the suction line (on the re- 
frigeration cycle, but which now be- 
comes the hot-gas discharge line) 
directly to the outlet of the evapora- 
tor. 

In the evaporator, the hot gas is 
cooled and condensed to a liquid, and 
in doing so, it gives up its superheat 
and its latent heat of vaporization, 
thereby melting the ice and frost 
from the evaporator. 

The liquid condensed in the evapo- 
rator (which is now the condenser 
actually) flows through the check 
valve “H" and back to the receiver 
through what was normally the liquid 
line, but is now the connection be- 
tween the condenser and the receiver. 
From the receiver, the liquid flows 
to the automatic expansion valve “I” 
which feeds it into the condenser 
(which is now the evaporator). 

The liquid cannot flow through the 
by-pass around the automatic expan- 
sion valve because the check valve 
“D” allows refrigerant to flow down- 
ward only, not upward. 

The automatic expansion valve 
feeds the liquid to the condenser at 
reduced pressure so that it boils in 
the condenser and thus produces re- 
frigeration in the condenser, which 
therefore acts as an evaporator. The 
heat absorbed by the refrigerant, 
plus the heat of compression in the 
compressor, is the source of the heat 
in the hot gas that goes to the evapo- 
rator to defrost it. 

The setting of the automatic ex- 
pansion valve is determined by the 
size of the condenser and by its heat 
absorbing capacity. It should be set 
to as high a pressure as possible, and 
not overload the motor nor feed liquid 
refrigerant to the compressor during 
the defrost cycle 

The compressor itself operates 
pretty much the same on the refrig- 
eration cycle as on the defrost cycle, 
except that on the defrost cycle its 


suction pressure will usually be 
higher than on the refrigeration 
cycle

liquid refrigerant flows into the right 
end of the receiver and out the left 
end. During the defrost cycle, the 
liquid refrigerant flows into the left 
end of the receiver and out the right 
end. Thus, the two tubes into the 
receiver must both reach almost to 
the bottom of the receiver to enable 
them to feed liquid. 

During both the refrigeration and 
defrost cycles, the liquid refrigerant 
to the receiver enters below the liquid 
level of the refrigerant in the re- 
ceiver, instead of spilling into the 
upper part of the receiver as is the 
case in ordinary receivers. 

Obviously, the timer should turn 
the evaporator fan motors off during 
the defrost cycle to prevent the warm 
evaporator from throwing heat to 
the frozen foods, ice cream or other 
stored product. A further refinement 
is to use a delayed action control, so 
that the fan motors do not start after 
the defrosting cycle until the evapo- 
rator has been pulled down to tem- 
perature. 

Interlocked with the timer, a low 
pressure control or a temperature 
control may be used to give time- 
pressure or time-temperature de-

frost control. Other control varia- 
tions may also be used. 


THE FOUR-WAY VALVE 


The heart of this system is the 
four-way valve. One condensing unit 
manufacturer offers a condensing 
unit with the four-way valve mounted 
on and integral with the compressor, 
which, of course, greatly simplifies 
the tubing connections. 

However, one valve manufacturer 
at least, offers four-way valves in a 
wide variety of sizes from small units 
up to units of several tons capacity. 
These may be used on any make of 
condensing unit, although the con- 
nections will be somewhat different 
from those shown in Figs. § and 9. 

In the smaller sizes, four-way 
valves may be directly operated by 
electric solenoid coils, but in the 
larger sizes, they are usually the pis- 
ton type, pilot actuated by one or 
more relatively small electrical sole- 
noid valves. 

Being electrically operated, they 
can be remotely controlled by an 
electric defrost timer that turns on 
the defrost cycle one or more times 
a day as the conditions of that par- 
ticular installation or type of equip- 
ment require 


HEAT SUPPLY 


In the examples illustrated, the 
source of heat for melting the ice 
and frost from the evaporator is the 
heat from the room air, collected by 
the condenser while, on the defrost 
cycle, it is being operated as an 
evaporator. In addition, there is also 
the heat of compression supplied by 
the electric current to the motor and 
transformed into mechanical energy 
and back into heat energy in com- 
pressing the gas in the compressor. 

In the air-cooled system, the suc- 
cess of reverse cycle defrosting is 
dependent on room temperature to 
a great extent. In cool locations, and 
particularly if the expansion valve 
feeding the condenser during the de- 
frosting cycle is not adjusted to fully 
feed the condenser, there may be 
soqne difficulty in supplying enough 
heat to do a good defrosting job. 
Lengthening the duration of the de- 
frost cycle may overcome this diffi- 
culty. 

The reverse cycle system of de- 
frosting can also be applied to sys- 
tems using a water-cooled condens- 
ing unit. 

There is also a wide variety of 
possible control methods using four- 
way valves, three-way valves, check 
valves, one or more thermostatic ex- 
pansion valves, and a variety of 
connection systems in accordance 
with the preference of the designer
